It's often difficult to maneuver a recipe book 
when you're using botb hands to measure and mix 
ingredients. A book stand like the one In the sketch, 
however, will hold the publication securely while al- 
lowing you to see an entire page at once. 

The holder either can be cut out of the corner of a 
wooden box, or can consist of two pieces of scrap 
lumber held togethef with corner, angle or shelf 
bracing. (The length of the back board determines 
the slope of the book rest.) The front board is then 
fitted with two screw eyes from which you've 
removed the section labeled "A." -
